London, Noy. 12--The London pa-} 
pers yesterday give accounts of how! 
Sir John Henry Bethell, Bart, member | 
of parliament for Romford, shot a 
burglar who broke into his home, 
Parkhouse Wanstead, near London, on 
Monday night. Sir John said the man 
was after silver worth $500, which he 
later found.swrapped in a towel hid- 
flen in a hedge, but it was learned to- 
day that Scotland Yard fears that the 
mun entered the house with the pur- 
pose of murdering the baronet, 

The whole affair is the sequence of 
the Black Hand threat, which Sir John 
received on September 18. 

The burglar, or assassin, whichever 
le may prove to be, wore rubber bot- 
tomed shoes and a black mask. After 
Sir. John had shot at him, he fled. 
Viye or six men, hidden in the shrub- 
bery, gave the same peculiar whistle, 
warning to still other members of the 
gang to flee for thelr lives. 

Sir John, who is a prominent direc- 
tor of the London and Southwestern | 
Bank, received a Black Hand letter on 
September 18 at his home, Parkhouse, | 
demanding $500. He was instructed | 
to place the money under the steps of} 
Wanstead old church before 6 o'clock | 
on.the morning of September 20, 

The communication, which was ‘writ- 
ten in good script, threatened death if) 
the ‘order, was ignored, and hinted at 
dire disaster to him and all his family 
if the demands were reported to the 
police, Sir John, however, took the 
letter at once to Scotland Yard, and 
detectives were assigned to the case, 
A decoy package was placed under the 
chureh steps, but the black mailers 
were suspicious and the ruse failed, 

A difference with the painters’ union, 
some 6,000 of whom were then on 
strike, is supposed to have inspired the 
attempt to extract money from the 
baronet. The note was signed 
“Painter.”

States Cannot Take Backward Step. 


Washington, Noy. 12.—President Wil-} United States would like. foreign na- 


son's cabinet stands firmly behind him 


in his efforts to force the retirement 
of Provisional President Huerta as a 
necessary step in the pacification of 
Mexico, 


lor more than two hours yesterday 
the cablnet discussed every phase of 
the Mexican situation and the con- 
sensus of opinion was that the United 
States government should not take a 
single backward step in its announced 
program looking to the restoration of 
the constitutional government in the 
neighbor republic. 

Secretary's Reticent. 

Though the secretaries were reticent 
afterwards about expressing their 
views it became known that they all 
favored steps which would convince 
Huerta that the United States was 
earnest in its demand that he eliminate 
himself from the situation. On the 
question of raising the embargo on 
arms the cabinet members expressed 
various opinions. Some of them’ re- 
cognized in this method a practical and 
perhaps early solution of the difficulty, 
but there was no final decision on the 
point. There was a hops onthe whole by 
both the president and Secretary Bryan 
that a measure so radical as permitting 
exportation of arms may not be re- 
quired to solve the problem. Influences 
are at work which, in the opinion of 
many officials may force the early 
collapse of the Huerta regime, There 
is a closer understanding for instance, 
and more frequent communication be- 
tween the state department here and 
foreign governments generally than has 
been in evidence any time since the

Robbers Secure $10,000 — 
Citizens Open Fire on Des- 
peradoes, Who Escape to 
Timbers, 


Hazelton, B.C., Nov. 12—The Union 
Bank at New Hazelton, four miles east 
of here, was robbed last evening by 
five masked men, presumably foreign- 


ers, The men shot the cashier, 


wounding him seriously but not fatal- | 


ly. and made off with booty amounting 
to $10,000. The robbers were at work 
in the bank about 6 o'clock, when 
cashier MeQueen returned unexpected- 
ly from dinner and surprised them. 
One of the men opened fire and the 
pnilet, striking McQueen between the 
eyes, glanced downward and lodged 
in his face below, making an ugly 
wound. The men escaped while the 
cashier was unconscious. 

Citizens, attracted by the shot, arm- 
ed themselves and hurried to the bank, 
just as the robbers were leaving. The 
citizens opened fire on the fleecing men, 
who engaged In a running battle with 
their pursuers, until they found shel- 
ter {n the timbers on the edge of the 
town. 

A speciat Grand Trunk train was 
sent west with officers, as it was 
thought the bandits might canoe down 
the Skeena river. 

Late In the evening six foreigners 
were arrested on suspicion, on the road 
between here and New Hazelton.

As requiring careful handling, charity is a something 
which, to effect its purpose at all, must be administered in’a 


way which is not charity in the sense of a donation of alms, | Niagara river with the western frontier 


but as an assistance in time of distress. 

More persons have become beggars through the discovery 
that they can get something by begging for. it than 
other way. Mere people suffer privation through the natural 
disinclination to beg than for any other reason. The person 
who begs is all too frequently no proper object for charity, 
while the person whose misfortune has made him or her the 
proper object for timely and confidential assistance is all too 
frequently so backward about allowing the circumstances to 
be known that only through properly-directed endeavor can 
any genuine relief be extended. 

The fact that there is a condition in which any. person 
should require to depend upon charity for the necessities of 
lite constitutes one of the greatest indictments against civiliza- 
tion. In a well-ordered society, ordinary justice would 
euarintee everyone at least an opportunity to escape the 
privations of plain want. But society has not advanced that 
far yet, and all whose human instincts prompt sympathy for 
those who do suffer from want are confronted by the fact 
that want does exist in such form that the necessity for assist- 
ance cannot be ignored, 

This human instinct leads to the formation of many 
institutions intended to help the unfortunate. | Working in- 
dividually, they overlap in some places and fail altogether in 
others. 

This is the situation with which the welfare league pro- 
poses to grapple. By an exchange of information among the 
institutions it is hoped that each—having the advantage of a 
knowledge of what the other is doing—may be better able to 
do its own work in its own sphere. 

The welfare league has the recommendation that it is 
tounded upon common-sense. 


TWO VARIETIES OF 
EXPERT OPINION. 

If there is such a thing as a serious joke, the mayor and 
aldermen who are attempting to jam through the Pelican 
franchise without examining any other gas projects are per- 
petrating one at the expense of the city. 

There comes before the city a gas problem which requires 
competent opinion. Two experts are brought onto the scene 
by the mayor and the aldermen favoring the Pelican project.

(IMPORTANCE OF CHILD IN 
CRIME PREVENTION WORK 


Crime is Most Expensive Mat- 
ter to State—What Crimin-| 
ologists are Doing to Pre-| 
vent It, ies 


Crime and its prevention; the differ- 
ent Kinds of criminals there are in’ the 
world; the crimes they commit; why 
they commit them and what is being 
done in different parts of the world to 
see that they don't commit them again 
~-these are Just a few of the aspects of 
crime upon which R. B. Chadwick, sup- 
erintendent of dependand delinquent 
children for the province of Alberta, 
expatiated in an interesting: interview 
with the Capital this morning. 

Mr. Chadwick has only recently re 
furned from attending the meetings of 
the American Prison congress at In- 
dianapolis, at which congress he had 
the honor of being elected vice-presi - 
dent of the American Prisons associa» 
tion, the largest society of its kind in 
the world to have an annual meeting. 
There were present at this convention 
1,679 representatives from the United 
States and Canada as’ well as from 
practically every civilized country. in 
the world. 

Mr. Chadwick 


was especially inter: 
esting in his reminiscences of the 
associution’s doings “as most of the 
discussions turned upon the importance 
of the child in all work of crime pre- 
vention, and Mr. Chadwiek is conceded 
to be one of the leading authorities in 
America on child delinquency, He ini- 
pressed upon the newspaper man time 
and time again the fact that crime to 
he properly prevented must, figurative - 
ly speaking, be nipped in the bud, in 
other words the child should be exain- 
ined and classified according — to. its 
nientality, and prevented before it 
reaches maturity from developing into 
@& possible criminal, In the modern 
scientific way of handling crime the 
word “criminal” is to be — gradually 
eliminated. According to Mr. Chae- 
Wick there are in reality no criminals. 


~The man we call a criminal is really 


only mentally defective and “if this 
same defect can only be discovered in 
childhood it could be segregated und 
by the operation” of vasectomy, or 


sterilization, be rendered incapable of |: 


bringing others into the world who 
Night have’ criminals tendencies. lor 
along time this system which is only 
apparently cruel was combated by yvari- 
ous religious bodies but in several 
states of the union the system is in 
vogue, and In Mr. Chadwicks opinion, 
is bound to come into effect in Canada 
sooner or later, Prejudice is strong 
here at home against what appears to 
be a most radical measure but it has 
heen endorsed by the leading psycholo- 
gists the world over and must come in 
time to be recognized as the only effec- 
tive and scientific way to handle the 
iost serious problem society has to 


face. 

“Have you any idea,” said Mr, Chad- 
to the reporter, “just what an 
expensive thing crime‘is to the state? 
It is a fact that two-thirds of the reyv- 
mue of the state of New Jersey goes 
lo the upkeep of criminals and other 
public charges, The drain, upon the 
revenue of the country is enormous. 
But there is hope if we can only get 
away from the cold idea of punishment, 
for that is certainly out of date now- 
adays, Of course [ have not mentioned 
the intelligent or intelectual criminal, 
he’s a different proposition, In his 
case the whole tendency will be in the 
way of making. his punishments still 
more severe. That Class however is a 
very small minority, We are concerned 
more with preventing crime than in 
punishing it,”

Although during the past ten years 
there have been many maritime gather- 
ings of one kind or another in #dmon- 
ton, last night's banquet was easily the 
largest and most pretentious affair 
ever staged in this city by the wise men 
of the east. 

The secretary, of the association and 
prime moving spirit in last night's 
love-feast was Gerald VY. Pelton, bar- 
rister and blue nose, To his untiring 
efforts in rounding up his fellow-exiles 
must be attributed most of the success 
of the undertaking.

At a meeting of the board of trade 
this’ morning the question of regular 
meetings was gone into and the opin- 
fons of the members asked as to the 
udvisability of ndopting the same, It 
was generally admitted that such regu- 
lar meetings would have a stimulating 
effect and redound to the benefit of 
all concerned. The council of the board 
also presented the following report to 
the members: 

Report of Council. 

One meeting of the council has been 
held since the last report. 

Your council recommend for the ap- 
proval of the full board applieation for 
membership in the board of trade from 
the folowing gentlemen: Ff. G, MeDer- 
mid, MeDermid Engraving company; 
G. A. Holman, Canadian National Fire 
Insurance company; FY. R, George, Im- 
perial Canadian Trust company} 
George Sp Hensley, manager Bank of 
Montreal, 

In reply to an enquiry from this 
board «a communication has been re- 
ceived from the general manager Can- 
adian Northern railway, advising that 
the company still has men at work on 
the line from Idmonton south to Cam- 
rose, but that he is unable to say de- 
finitely when this work will be com- 
pleted, and the line placed in operation. 
We will be advised at a later date. Cor- 
respondence has been continued with 
the Canadian Pacifie railway in regard 
to maintaining Bittern Lake as a regu- 
lar station. A letter was received from 
the superintendent of the C.P.R. ad- 
vising that it has not yet been decided 
as to whethey this station will be kept 
open permanently or only used as a 
temporary station during the period of 
crop moving.
